Tho Salvatiou of Lrelaud. 



On tho 14th ultimo Mr Gladstone 
Bubmitted, in a powerful and exhaustive 
speech, his Irish Land Bill to a House 
whioh appoars to have been at times 
almost overawed by its magnitude, but 
wbioh burdt at tho conclusion of liifl 
speech into onlhusiastio applause from 
all sides. Tho moa-ure is described in 
the leading English pnpers as one Of 
tho strongest, most efl'octivo and wison 
eat ever introduced into Parliament. It 
recoives commendation from Whig aud 
Tory. The nation has received it with 
unbounded Baiiofaetiou, tinged with a 
Bort of awe. The Tory 'Outs' bavo re- 
ceived it with surpriso and despair. 
"While it oxtorts their unwilling admira- 
tion, ic. crushes all hope of an early 
return to power. In truth, Gladstone 
has proved himself equal to the great 
emergency, far beyond the hopes of 
friends and tho fears of onemios. Ho 
vas strong in bis Irish Church Bill. 
He is Htronger in bis Irish Laud Bill. 
Gladstone onn do whatover ho wills. 
Ho Primo Minister, no monarch ever 
possessed equal power over the Engli.h 
mind. Ho hhs attained a pinnacle t" 
which 'D.zzy' can never aspire. The 
measure itself appears to be a sort of 
parade^. At once conservative enough 
to command the confidence and support 
of the landlord, and revolutionary 
enough to meet the wants of tho teu- 
Bnt, it aims at benefitting both and injur- 
ing neither. It lakes from the laud * 
lord and yet leaves him more than ho 
had before. He can both keep his cake 
and eat it. Wo cannot do more than 
point to one or two of its cardiuul pro- 
visions. The right of the tenants to 
perpetuity of teuuro, unless bought out 
by repayment of the sum with which 
they bought themselves in, and of the 
Vilae of . their improvements, is ab- 
■olutoly acknowledged, and iB to bo 
eulorced by a swift and ensy process — a 
right to appeal to a Court of cheap 
and Fumirtary jurisdiction, which will 
secure them their money. This, although 
not absolute fixity of tenure, will meet 
tho case. The class which was at ence 
the most numerous, the mostdissnffactad 
and tho leuBt lreo was tho occupiers 
of small holdings tailing below 50 acres, 
— tho roal pea^antry of Ireland, in fact. 
This class comprises' about ono-fourth 
of the adult male population ol Ire/and. 
numbering some 300,000 men, and it, was 
from them and tlioir sonsthat tho armies 
of sedition were maiuly recruited. It 
■was amongst, this claBS that the plan of 
going out quietly and 'tumbliug tne 
landlord' was adopted. Their condition 
■was truly deplorable. Wholly at the 
mercy of the landlord, they could, with- 
out rhymo, reason or compensation, bo 
evicted from lands for which they had 
done everything— not ouly driven from 
the roof-tree,but robbed of the results ot 
their toil, with no refuge except the 
work-houfe, no alternative except work 
for a slowly-siuking wage of a shilling 
a day. Such a coudition scarcely har« 
monizea with tho popular idea of British 
Ireodom, and hence legislative imor- 
vention. The Bill assesses the 'good- 
will' of tho small holdings, those falliug 
nndor £10 a year, at seven years' rental, 
inflicting a" fine of £70 for eviction, sub- 
jeot, bow over, to reduction on proof ol 
Bet-cflf by landlord. It also soeures to 
tenants the vnluo bi all improvements 
mado since i860 which, in the judgment 
of a disinterested Court, increase the 
valno of tho land. On the other hand, 
the tenant must, of course, pay his rent, 
pay it punctually, and also pi>y any tea 
amiable increase, of rent ; but the Aot 
Carefully guard* against capricious or 
excessive rent, raised with the object 
ol geil.ng tho tenant out ; and hart) 
lies a most important safeguard, 
A» a matter ot fact tho small 
holders will, uutler this Bill, bo placed in a 
position of comparative quiet and indepBiid- 
ence, and ihus ihe muBlur-gnevanca ot Ire- 
! laDd, the seel-like dependence of the cultivu- 
tor orj the lord, will be brought to aa end. 
In tbo cate ot larger holdings the tenure if, 
I of course, shorter. For £10 to jGoO boldibga 
, the maximum will bo 5 year-; irom £S0 10 
£l00, three years, aud above £100 two 
i years, In addition to tbo value of improve- 
ments. Thiv, in fact, is tho essential prin- 
ciple of ibe BlH — ilsveiy life, that eviciion 
without just cause is an act not to bo at- 
' tempted without grave pecuniary conee- 
1 quenciB, not lo be curr ed out at nil wiihout 
! the inioivention of u Couit of luw, public 
1 inquiry mm public regiytratK.ri oi ihe Inn - 
lord's motive. But, while ibe Bill thug u f. 
lorda security and pruioeiion lu the tenant it 
is oo lens beneficial '.o the landlord. Kenis 
- Vfiil rise ; lauds will improve with the im- 
provement ot tenants; life will be sale; 
happier relations will spring up between 
landlord aud teuani, and tbo lormer will lose 
nothing but a power which ho ought never 
| to buve posi-ofbed, a power tho exorcise ol 

which lias scarcely becu leas liurtlul to him 
' sell than to the tenant. Tne Bill establishes 
1 teuaui-ngbt — recognizes tho great laet tbat

Canada aud Red River. 

Ottawa, March 8— Iu ParliamoGt to-day, 
a biH to incorporate the Detroit River Transit 
Company was introduced, io the interest ol 
tbe Great VVobtern and Michigan Central 
Railroad Companies. Capital stock, $3,000,- 
000. The Company is to be organiz <d as 
soon as $1 000,000 is subscribed and 10 per 
oent paid up. The Company will have 
power to build either a bridge over tbe Do. 
troit River or construct a tunnel.

Dr. Allen, of Lowell, 
has shown by reliable stutbtios tbat tho 
Yankee raco of New England is rtinniny; 
out, arid tho lousous for it nro thoso we 
havo given above. Extravganco and 
fashion aro exterminators moro potent 
than all tho 4 iI1h thai flesh is heir to.' 
Unlosa a reform U oommenced in this re« 
gard the hill and moutitaiu towns of this 
and other States will soon become a 
wilderne.iS. Every y"nr they decrease 
i:i population and valuation, and evory 
succeeding generation will tiavo a frail- 
er hold upon life.
